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“BEWARE OF PROPAGANDA,’’ IS WORD 
WARNING GIVEN TO PROHIBITIONISTS 
In a remarkably well-thouglit out article on the prohi­ 
bit on problem, George W. McDaniel, in the current issue 
of The Alabama Baptist, warns prohibitionists that the 
wet interest* of America have adopted one of the favorite 
weapons of the Germans—propaganda. 
Beware of this 
danger, Mr. McDaniel tells the nation’s dry advocates, 
pointing to them that wets who believe the present con­ 
gress will amend the prohibition laws are short-sighted 
and the drys who fear th s eventuality are unduly ap­ 
prehensive. 
The danger is that having made n start in their cam­ 
paign, by forcing public hearings on a question which 
many people believed a year or ao ago had been definitely 
disposed of, the wets will continue on the aggressive in 
the hope that by the convening of the next congress, they 
may have sufficient votes to make the issue close, some­ 
thing they could not do at present. 
The prohibitionists should remain on the aggressive 
and not permit their opponents to obtain this advantage, 
and Mr. McDaniel outlines several methods by which pro­ 
hibí tionlstft can combat the 'propaganda of those who 
would bring about the legalized sale of alcohol. He of­ 
fers these, among other suggestions: 
Do not allow the anti-projribitinnists to attack the 
law under the guise that it was hastily passed. As­ 
sume the aggressive and declare tftat the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States cannot be amended hastily; 
that it requires a long and technical process; that 
this course was pursued; that after 70 years of ♦‘du­ 
ration, 33 states had adopted prohibit on; that 4b 
of the 48 states ratified the eighteenth amendment; 
that no amendment to the Constitution was ever pre­ 
ceded by such a thorough campaign of education, or 
ratified by so large a number of states; and that any 
American citizen who will not abide by that law, so 
long as it is the law of the land, is d xloyal to his 
government. 
Much has l»een said, principally by the wets, as to cor­ 
ruption of the younger generation by secret consumption 
of liquor from pocket flasks and in the homes. There i» 
serious doubt that the present generation is any worst 
than any of the several generations which preceded the 
present one in America, yet the experience of England, t 
country in which saloons are legalized, indicates that pro­ 
hibition could not be blamed for any laxity, granted that 
such laxity exists. 
Mr. McDaniel says: 
Under prohibition, the young people of America 
are under more wholesome restraints than the young 
people Of England, with its licensed system. A little 
while ago Dr. J. S. R. Russell, addressing the In­ 
stitute of Hygiene in London, deplored the laxity of 
morals aiding the young people of England. A/rnmg 
other things he said: 
“Girls not long from school 
are to He seen drinking cocktails, champagne and 
liquors, while in time the whisky and soda are added 
to the list of stimulants required to keep them going. 
* * * The nervous system, overtaxed by the strain 
of so abnormal a l ie, and poisonetk by alcohol, to­ 
bacco, and perhaps drugs, falls into \a state of 
neurasthenia, with insomnia, which Remands the in­ 
crease of drugs to bring sleep.” That condition ex­ 
ists in England where the liquor business thrives un­ 
der governmental protection! 
Considering that prohibition brought an epd to the leg­ 
alized existence of 177,790 saloons, 507 distilleries am 
1,300 breweries, it is obvious that prohibition has accomp­ 
lished much, regardless of the fact that every section ot 
America may now be bone dry, and prohibitionists need 
have nothing to be ashamed of.

Christ says that just as the world misunderstood Him, 
the world will not understand His followers. John Baptist 
came fasting and they said he was unbalanced—that he 
had a devil. Jesus came eating and drinking and they 
said He was a glutton and liked to eat with sinners. Christ 
tried to teach the truth and they said 'He wanted to in­ 
terfere too much. Once people requested that “He depart 
out of their coasts.” They did not want to be bothered 
with Him. 
Again, Christ was so badly misunderstood 
that “they laughed “Him to scorn.”

Second—certain “prohibitions” control Christ’s true fol­ 
lowers.
